World’s Fair Booth 
Informs Visitors of 
Accommodations 


OPPORTUNITY FOR 
SCHOOL BUILDING 


Donates 30 Per Cent of 
Cost; Low Interest on 
Balance; Local Labor 


The official World’s Fair infor- 
fation booth, placed on the rail­ 
road park opposite the Arlington 
Heights railroad station, is said to 
be the only one of its kind on the 
Northwest highway. It was placed 
there with the cooperation of che 
Park board and at the initiative of 
the 
newly 
formed 
Arlington 
Heights Business Men’s association. 
Asked how it is functioning in re­ 
gard to bringing business to Ar­ 
lington Heights, Mr. Herman Boe- 
ger, president, replies that a fair 
number of inquiries are received 
each day for serv ices and accommo­ 
dations. It is believed that as the 
season advances, that results will 
increase. 


The opportunity for undertaking 
needed public projects 
such 
as 
water, sewage, school 
buildings, 
etc., in local communities with the 
credit of the federal 
government 
is revealed by L. A. Murphy of the 
highway department at Elgin. 
The public works section of the 
National Recovery Act passed by 
Congress June 13 and approved by 
the President, calls for an appro­ 
priation of $3,300,000,000. 
Special 
taxation to cover interest and prin­ 
cipal is included in the bill. 
About $2,500,000,000 will be used 
for loans and 
grants 
to states, 
cities, counties and other local po­ 
litical .subdivisions for the construc­ 
tion of public projects. 
Federal Free Grants 
The 
Federal 
Government will 
make a grant outright for the cost 
of any project of this nature up to 
30 per cent of the cost of the labor 
and materials going into it. 
The 
remainder of this cost will be sup­ 
plied by federal loans over a per­ 
iod of years at a very low’ rate of 
interest. Such an arrangement, for 
instance, would probably be avail­ 
able to provide a new North School 
Building for Arlington 
Heights, 
the old buildings being so old and 
» out-of-date as to be a handicap to 
the children and a discredit to the 
village. This would therefore seem 
to he a very special opportunity to 
remedy this condition, at low’ cost, 
also to give employment to local 
labor and thus to stimulate local 
business. 
Labor Provisions 
Special 
provisions 
have 
been 
v made in the act regarding the em- 
^piloyment of labor on such govern- 
^^tent financed projects. 
A thirty 
^nour week must be maintained. The 
wages paid to labor must be “just 
and reasonable” such as will pro­ 
vide a decent standard 
of living. 
Where available, preference shall 
be given qualified ex-service men 
with dependents and above all first 
to those who are bona-fide residents 
of the locality or of the county in 
w’hich the w’ork is being performed. 
The city of Woodstock has al­ 
ready begun an extensive public 
project costing $70,000 with gov­ 
ernment financing. 
Time Is Limited 
These loans ar I grants are in 
control of President Roosevelt and 
are limited to a p< nod of two years 
or for the daration of the present 
emergency. The president has pow­ 
er to suspend them at his discre­ 
tion, when he thinks the emergency 
is ended.

Bank of Arlington Heights to pay 
off all preferred creditors and to 
make a 5 per cent dividend to all 
general depositors, steps are being 
taken toward procuring a loan of 
$20,000 from the Continental Illi­ 
nois National Bank and Trust Com­ 
pany of Chicago. 
This is not to 
be an additional loan to the closed 
bank, but is to be procured to en­ 
able the bank to pay off the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation. 
The reason for this proposed ac­ 
tion is a rule governing the R. F. 
C. loans, that depositors cannot be 
paid off until the R. F. C. is. 
On Page 7 appears a legal notice 
of the proposal, addressed to all 
persons interested in the bank.

are put forth by the park board to 
maintain its properties at a min­ 
imum of expense to the taxpayers. 
The annual 
appropriation ordin­ 
ance of 
the 
Arlington Heights 
Park District appears in this issue. 
In spite of the fact that the first 
bond of $13,000 issue comes due 
the coming year, the total appro­ 
priation represents a saving ol 5 
per bent under last year. This has 
been accomplished by cutting the 
maintenance cost. 
The district is 
one of the few’ taxing bodies that 
is free from debt. 
The total appropriation is $3>- 
000, over half of which will go to 
pay the first bond and interest up­ 
on the entire issue that was made 
in 1031 for the purpose of acquir­ 
ing the south side park adjoin­ 
ing the 
Southside 
school house. 
This year’s appropriation provides 
for interest of $650 and the bond 
$1000. 
Henry Mueller is the caretaker 
of the parks and has shown a great 
deal of interest installing flower 
beds and making the front yard of 
Arlington Heights attractive to the 
world’s fair visitors who may pass 
this way.

Stephen Darius, Killed 
In Trans-Atlantic Trip, 
Known in Ari Heights 


Captain 
Stephen 
Darius, who 
with his companion, Stanley T. A r­ 
enas, was killed about 2 a. rn. Mon­ 
day morning when 
their 
plane 
crashed near Soldin, 
Pomerania, 
Germany, w’orked during the sum­ 
mers of 1929, 1930 and 1931 at 
the Pal-Waukee airport in Wheel­ 
ing, and w’as fairly w’ell known in 
Arlington Heights. 
He worked as instructor, coming 
early in June and 
staying until 
winter, flying a plane on a news­ 
paper route, and doing general fly­ 
ing for the local airport. 
The flyers left New York Satur­ 
day in a Bellanca monoplane, for 
Kovno, Lithuania, they being ot 
Lithuanian origin. 
The distance is 
4,900 miles. Crowds at Kovno had 
awaited their arrival as heroes. It 
is thought that the flyers w’ere out 
of gas, and mistook the nature of 
the ground below’ them in the dark­ 
ness. 
The plane struck a tree as 
it approached the ground. 


The final allotment of wTheat 
w'hich will be made to Cook county 
farmers under the Agricultural Ad­ 
justment Act and upon which they 
will get the compensation payment, 
will be based upon the 1928-1932 
five-year average production 
of 
149,120 bushels for the county, ac­ 
cording to official 
figures w’hich 
Farm Adviser O. G. Barrett has 
just received. 
The figures were compiled from 
official sources by A. J. Surratt, ag­ 
ricultural statistician of the Illi­ 
nois State Department of Agricul­ 
ture, and w’ere released to farm 
advisers by H. W. Mumford, di­ 
rector of the extension service. Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, University of 
Illinois. 
Cash 
compensations 
to 
Cook 
county farmers for retiring acre­ 
age from wheat production, first 
payments of which w’ill 
be made 
this fall, are estimated 
to total 
from $20,000 to $25,000 depending 
upon the final allotment 
to the 
county and the price a bushel that 
is fixed as the compensating pay­ 
ment. 
Tentatively, it is estimated that 
the county’s allotment will be about 
60 per cent of the five-year aver­ 
age production, or 87,000 bushels, 
this percentage being set because

Also, w’hrile the bushel rate for 
the compensation payments has not 
been announced, it probably will be 
around 25 to 28 cents a bushel. 


MAY APPLY AT 
OFFICE 
Aid to farmers in the storm-de­ 
vastated area, though not strictly 
a Farm Bureau project, is being 
continued and extended by its spec­ 
ial assistance in procuring seed 
loans from the government. 
This 
is despite the fact that the rules 
governing such loans had closed 
the season for such loans on April 
30. 
In the first approach to the prob­ 
lem of the storm area, the Farm 
Bureau wras disappointed in not 
procuring help through 
the Red 
Cross. 
The next approach, how­ 
ever, which took some time and 
considerable telegrams, w’as in get­ 
ting through the Federal Govern­ 
ment an extension of the time for 
making applications for seed loans. 
Such time was then extended, but 
with the limitations of the amounts 
to loans ot $10. 
Further telegrams went out and 
then the amount w’as increased, 
making it possible for the farmers 
to procure seed, if they were not 
among those w’ho were on hand to 
be taken care of in the recent dis­ 
tribution of several tons of seed 
through the (Federal) Emergency 
Relief Commission, or if further 
assistance is necessary. 
Loans may now be procured from 
the Federal Government for the 
purchase of seeds up to a $25 limi­ 
tation. 
This amount should ordin­ 
arily be sufficient to cover needs of 
seed necessary to provide emerg­ 
ency forage crops to be planted at 
this late date. 
Miss Clara Moede of the Farm 
Bureau is in position to serve any 
of the farming people in helping 
them to make out their applica­ 
tions. This service is to non-inem- 
bers as well as members. 
True to 
its policy and standardsf the Farm 
Bureau is thinking first rn terms of 
its members, then for society, par­ 
ticularly in terms of agriculture 
as a w’hole.

Bank Officers Given 
Tear Gas Demonstration 


A demonstration w’as given Tues­ 
day evening by the Spicer Tear 
Gas Company of Chicago to the d i-___ 
rectors of the Mt. Prospect State j ou^ 
Bank of the efficiency of the com­ 
pany’s bank protection e q u ip m e n t. 
The demonstration was conducted 
in the old bank building and every­ 
one present was satisfied that it is 
impossible to stay in the room aft­ 
er a tear gas shell has been ex­ 
ploded. 
The method of bank protection 
is to provide a number of gas shells 
in such a way that the room will be 
instantly filled with the gas when 


upon his production for the past

Farmers therefore can save them­ 
selves time and trouble later on by 
getting certificates from thresher- 
men of the amount of wheat thresh­ 
ed for tho years 1930, 
1931 and 
1932, or certificates from elevator 
managers for amounts of w’heat 
sold, it was pointed out. 
If a farmer decides to take ad­ 
vantage of the cash consideration, 
and cooperate in the plan, he signs 
a contract with the government to 
reduce his acreage 
in 1934 and 
1935. 
This reduction has not yet 
been determined, but it will not be 
more than 20 per cent of the farm­ 
er’s average seeded acreage and 
may be less. 
Growlers cooperating 
in the plan will get checks for tw’o- 
thirds of the payment due them 
probably by the middle of Septem­ 
ber. 
The remainder of this year’s 
compensation payment will be paid 
after seeding time upon proof of 
acreage reduction. 
The w’heat program is part of 
the federal agricultural adjustment 
act and is entirely voluntary so far 
as the individual w’heat grower is 
concerned, Dean Mumford pointed 
The plan is being administer­ 
ed from Washington. The College 
of Agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois, is participating only in a co­ 
operative capacity to assist with 
the educational and preliminary or­ 
ganization w’ork, he said.
